The DO-xX, which arrived here 
after a series of misadventures, 
from Altenrhein, where it was built, 
was to have left today or tomor- 
row for Cadiz, where there was to 
have been a complete overhauling 
in preparation for the ocean 
flight. 

It was said tonight that the fire 
evidently started in an auxiliary 
engine room which houses a smell 
10-horsepower motor for charging 
wireless batteries. A short circui® 
caused a blaze which quickly 
spread to the gasoline tank in the 
wing and thereby caused the ex- 
plosion. 

Capt. Christiansen said tonight 
that beyond the loss of the engine 
and the left wing the ship had suf- 
fered no damage. 

Tomorrow the DO-X_ will be

Mrs. Keith-Miller -Took No. Unnecessary 
Chances, But Was Always Ready 
for Difficult Flights.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 29.— 
Safety was a doctrine with Mrs. J. 
M. Keith-Miller. Australian avia- 
trix, lost somewhere between Cuba 
and Miami, Fla., on the first leg of 
a flight from JIavana to Pitts- 
burg. 

“The Cautioumw Lady” was the ti- 
tle given her by reporters in Pitts- 
burg when she waited for days for 
favorable weather before getting 
off to Havana. 

Arriving at the airport one 
morning a reporter shouted to her, 
“Is the cautious iady getting off 
today?” “Not if the birds are 
walking on the ground,” was her 
laughing reply. 

“You boys may think I am an 
old woman,” remarked this wom- 
an, who was the first of her sex to 
fly from London to Australia, “but 
my neck ts going to have good care 
and not be broken by any fool 
stunt.” : 

When she got off one morning 
and had to return because of in- 
ability to pierce a fog bank over 
the mountains she told an airport 
official, “If it were not for the 
nuisance I am making of myself 
to these newspaper boys I would 


not have minded coming back.” 
Her Judgment Justified. 

Next morning she shouted with 
joy when she learned that the same 
fog had stopped Lieut. Eric Nel- 
son, army round-the-world flyer, 
and mail and passenger planes. 

She carried on a spirited debate 
one day with a commercial pilot: 
she arguing that all airplane pas- 
sengers should be provided with 
parachutes. When the debate was 
completed the reporters gave the 
verdict to Mrs. Keith-Miller. 

It was not lack of courage that 
caused her to be cautious. In an 
informal chat she told how she pi- 
loted her plane from Bagdad to 
Calcutta without weather reports, 
encountering sand storms and 
many other sorts of weather. She 
was lost to the world oncé for sev- 
eral days. 

Her Best Joke. 

She loved to tell her “best joke 
on newspaper men.” Her low- 
winged’ monoplane had a retract- 
able landing gear that folded up 
into the wings when the ship left 
the ground. The joke occurred at 
Kansas City on a flight across the 
United States. Several newspaper 
men were at the Kansas City Air- 
port waiting for Wer to arrive from 
Wichita. Her ship swung over the 
field and swooped to a perfect 
landing without wheels. It skidde

*Mrs. Keith-Miller never gave up 
her plans for some long distinctive 
flight, and her recent record- 
breaking trans-continental flights 
and her round-trip flight to Ha- 
vana, on the return leg of which 
she disappeared; was a prepara- 
tion for a proposed flight across 
the South Atlantic to Europe and 
a westward flight to the United 
States. 

Since she came to the United 
States in 1928 Mrs. Keith-Miller 
had been a more or less free lance 
demonstrator and student instruc- 
tor and was rated in flying circles 
as a capable pilot. She had 600 
hours flying to her credit. 

She was always cheerful, her 
mother, Mrs. E. M. L. Beveridge 
of Brisbane, said, and if ever she 
was afraid her mother knew noth- 
ing of it. “I still believe she is 
safe, somewhere,” Mrs, ‘Beveridge 
said. 

Rirs. Keith-Miller is 27 years old, 
and a graduate of Craighead 
School, New Zealand.

FRANCE AND U. 5. 
REPORTED IN PARIS 


Tacit Understanding 
Reached, It Is Said, to 


Withhold Loans or Cred- 
its From Warlike Powers.

PARIS, Nov. 29.—Through a 
tacit understanding between France 
and the United States, which has 
already been termed the “gold en- 
tente,”” no countries which have 
shown a disposition to increase 
their military expenditures will re- 
ceive either loans or credits by 
these, now the most powerful fi-. 
nancial nations in the world, 

Italy, Germany and Russia are 
principally affected, although the 
Soviet is not, at the moment, seek- 
ing any loans. : 

The understanding was reached 
through two channels in the two 
governments, diplomatic and fi- 
nancial. It began at Washington, 
where concern. over the danger of 
a new war in Europe led first to 
the visit of Hugh Gibson and later 
of George Leslie Harrison, Gover- 
ror of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, to Paris, Rome and 
Berlin. 

According to the information ob- 
tained it is agreed between these 
two countries, which have the bulk 
of the world’s gold reserve, and 
hence the greatest possibility as 
creditors, that neither American 
nor French financial assistance 
will be extended, to any country 
which’ by policies or by the exé 
pressions of responsible politicat 
leaders, shows bellicose purposes. 

Mussolini Taken in Hand. 

The country particularly affect- 
ed is Italy. Both loans and credits 
for that country have been dis- 
cussed in both New York and 
Paris for several months. : 

Mussolini has been put on good 
behavior, or at least quiet be- 
havior. He has been given to un- 
derstand that if he makes any 
further addresses that can be in- 
terpreted as awakening a warlike 
spirit, or if he makes any other 
moves disturbing the tranquility 
of Europe, fresh credits will be 
indefinitely postponed. 

As this ultimatum has been 
given in such a manner as not to 
offend national dignity, Italy has 
been given to understand that it 
will not be expected to climb 
down from any position already 
taken, such as naval parity with 
France, but that time will be given. 
to evolve some formula to prevent 
naval competition. 

Harrison's Visit to Berlin. 

The Young plan moratorium to 
Germany, being equivalent to a 
loan, is also frowned.on by the 
American and French Govern- 
ments, Harrison’s visit to Berlin 
serving in this respect much the 
same purpose as Gibson's to Rgme. 

Gibson’s visit had a double pur- 
pose, the other being to see what 
basis there was for a naval accord 
between France and Italy. The 
financial aspect of his visit es- 
caped attention at the time. It is 
now considered here a most im- 
portant step. ‘ 

The situation regarding Russia 
is peculiar, inasmuch as only the 
question of credits, and not loans, 
is involved. But as Russia is not 
attempting to invest at this time, 
there is no need to take con- 
certed action to cut off gold sup- 
port from the Soviet, since it would 
ea limited, anyway, by wise financ- 
ng. 


Treasury Department Official 
Knows Nothing of It. 
Special'to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Og- 
den J. Mills, Under-Secretary of 
the Treasury, said tonight that no 
news concerning a French-Ameri- | 
can “gold entente” had yet come 
to the Treasury Department. Ha 
did not deny or confirm the Paris 
report that such an e¢utente had 
been arranged and indicated he 
was not in position to do so on:ac- 
count of lack of information. 

An agreement by the United 
States not to make loans to for- 
eign countries for’ increased arma- 
ments would involve no new pol- 
icy. That policy was enunciated 
by former President Coolidge, and, 
so far as known, remains un- 
changed. President Hoover is 
deeply interested in bringing about 
reduction of armaments, not only 
by the great Powers, but by the 
nations in general, hoping thereby 
to lessen the chance of war in the 
future. He has long favored mak- 
ing cbrstract loans abroad solely

AUSTIN DOWLING 


OF ST. PAUL, DIES AT 62 


ST. PAUL, Minn, Nov. 23.— 
Archbishop Austin Dowling, 62 
years old, head of the Roman Cath- 
olic Diocese of &t. Paul, died at 
11:15 a. m. here today. 

Complications caused by a heart 
ailment from which he had suf- 
fered for several years, caused his 
death after an illness of a month. 

He rallied after am attack on Oct. 
28, but a relapse early today proved 
fatal. 

The funeral will be held here 
Thursday. Diginitaries of the Ro- 
man Catholic church throughout 
the United States are expected to 
attend. 

Archbishop Dowling had been 
in the service of the church 39 
years. Ii! health compelled him to 
resign as chairman of the depart- 
ment of education of the Naticnal 
Catholic Conference last November. 
It was while serving in that capac- 
ity that he helped to win a cas¢ 
affecting parochial schools in Ore- 
gon in 1923. 

Archbishop Dowling was ap- 
pointed to the St. Paul Diocese 
Jan. 31, "1919, coming here froin 
Des Moines, Ia.. where he had 
served as Bishop for seven years. 
He was born April 6. 1868, in New 
York and ordained June 24, 1891, 
after graduation from the Catholic 
University at Washington.

“There will be a serious effort 
made in the coming, Congress,” said 
Cechran, “to relieve distress and 
stimulate businéss by making* cash 
payments to veterans on their ad- 
justed compensation certificates. 
The most tangible of the proposals 
is for redemption of the certifi- 
cates at 75 per cent of their face, 
or 1945, value. The veteran who 
needs the money immediately could 
get the cash, and the veteran who 
has a job could wait until 1945 and 
get the full value of the certificate. 


“So far 3,374,680 veterans have 
filed petitions for adjusted com- 
pensation. Loans amounting to 
$239,811,899 have been made to 1,- 
316,325 veterans who needed inon- 
ey so badly that they had to pledse 
their certificates. The average rate 
of interest is about 6 per cent, al- 
thought in some localities it has 
been as high as 8 or 9 per cent. 


“There is credited ip the Treas- 
ury Department $624,860,708 for 
payment of the certificates. On 
Jan. 1, this fund will be increased 
to $736,860,708. By my bill last 
session I hoped to make the fund 
available immediately to the vet- 
erans who were in dire need of 
money. 

Effect on Business. 

“Conditions have become worse. 
We could improve them greatly if 
we made cash payments of three- 
fourths the value of the certifi- 
cates to the veterans. 


“The adjusted compensation cer- 
tificates are obligations contracted 
by the Government for the bene- 
fit of war veterans. By payment 
of three-fourths the value of the 
certificates. in these unusual times 
we could terminate many of the 
contracts and fulfill our obligations 
now, instead of 15 years from now. 

‘We could relieve many veterans 
of the outrageous interest rates 
they are now forced to pay. We 
could start a ‘business’ revival 
reaching the four corners of the 
country by releasing this enormous 
amount of money.” 

Cochran said that loans made 
against the certificates should be 
deducted before payments were 
made under the plan outlined.

SUIT 1S DISMISSED 


Court Holds Petitioner, Robert 


L. Owen, Does Not Repre- 
sent Indian Tribe as Whole. 


By the Asst ciated Piess. 
MUSKOGEE, Ok., Nov, 29.— 


United States District Judge Robert 
L. Williams yesterday dismissed 
the attempt to regain for 3000 


Seminole Indians their 
mineral rights in the rich oil pool 
in Seminole County, Oklahoma. 
Dismissal was on the ground that 
Robert L. Owen, who filed the suit, 
did not represent the Seminole na-. 
tion as a whole. 

Owen, a former United States 
Senator of Indian extraction, based 
his suit chiefly on the difference in 


meaning of two tribal words— 
“egana” and “eganova.” In a 
treaty with the Seminoles, the 


Government provided for the allot- 
ments of parcels of tribal lands to 
individual members of the nation. 
These treaties used the word 
“egana”’ which Owen contended 
means only “surface of the land.” 
Thus, Owen contended, mineral 
rights remained tribal communal 
property and Indians of the nation 
were without right to convey them, 
either with the sale of their “sur- 
face of the land” or as royalties. 

Owen argued that the word 
“eranova” meaning “land and all 
beneath it,” would have been used, 
if the treaty had intended allot- 
ment of mineral rights as well as 
surface acres. 

If Owen's suit had been success- 
ful 4t would have taken from the 
country’s largest oil companies title 
to what has often been styled the 
world’s greatest oil field and made 
it the property of the tribe gs a 
whole. The amount of oil already 
taken from the field is estimated at 
450,000,000 barrels. 

The 3000 Seminoles interested in 
the suit found arrayed against 
them many fellow tribesmen who 
have retained their mineral righus. 
Judgment for Owen would have 
forced them as well as the big oil 
companies to surrender their roy- 
alties to the tribal fund. 

The litigation was the most re- 
cent. of a series of similar suits 
commonly termed “Chester I. Long 
cases,” because the former Kansas 
Senator filed the first case involv- 
ing the right of Indians to sell their 
property. Long contended that an 
Indian enrolled as part Indian, but 
who in reality was a full-blood, al- 
though of two different tribes, 
should not be permitted to sell his 
property. Many such cases were 
found in the Dawes roll. Long 
lost his suit.

On His Throne. 


“Last of sie Bourbons”

‘The skids have been 
prepared several times already 
since the passing of Primo De Ri- 
vyera—particularly upon Oct. 16 
last—for the Bourbon exit, but 
each time the ax has not been per- 
mitted to fall. It would not be 
fdr wrong to say perhaps, that 
even’ King Alfonso is “all packed 
up and ready to go’’ when the mo- 
ment comes, On the other hand 
he is leaving enough of his ward- 
robe unpacked so that he will not 
be inconvenienced as long as he 
remains. 

Outwardly the political situation 
in Spain may seem complicated. 
Actually it is simple. Right under 
the nose of the Berenguer dicta- 
torship, even publicly and through 
innuendo in the press>-and—what 
is more striking—even in court cir- 
cles, leaders.are discussing the 
question of ““‘Where do we go from 
here?” It is not a question of go- 
ing; it is a question of where? 
Once they have agreed on their 
destination things' will begin to 
move. 

In seeking this agreement many 
methods have been adopted: The 
series of strikes, affecting cities 
throughout Spain, were significant. 
The Republican rally in the Plaza 
del Toros in Madrid, where 25,000 
people—as orderly as a church con- 
vention—heard the political situa- 
tion discussed, and almost an equal 
number milled around outside the 
bull ring, was proof of how disci- 
plined the groups are. 

Deserted by Gallardo, Count De 
\.Romanones, Sanchez Guerra and 
other ex-pillars of the monarchy, 
the latter of whom, while he has 
not asked the King to quit has 
categorically announced that ‘he 
would never again serve him, the 
harassed sovereign is now turning 
to Santiago Alba for succor. King 
Alfonso bolstered his tottering 
throne eight years ago by using 
Gen. De Rivera; Santiago Alba 
went into exile in Paris where he 
still remains. 

After Primo de Rivera’s exit the 
King called on Gen. Berenguer— 
an old militarist who has twice 
been punished for the Moroccan 
disasters—to hold the breach.

A Tariff-Doomed Industry. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NOWING the good feelings of the 
K great American nation for the peo- 
ple of Austria, may I voice a bitter cry 
which is going out from 30,000 women 
and men in my home in Vienna? 

Know, then, we are workers at our 
art-trade, making hand-embroidered 
work in Vienna. We make the repro- 
ductions of ancient tapestries and the 
petit-point bags of worldwide fame. 
The manufacturing of one single bag 
which we sell for about 200 Austrian 
shillings ($28.50) takes, at eight hours’ 
work a day, about three months. From 
this money must be taken off about 20 
per cent Government fees and taxes plus 
the cost of frame, mounting, lining, ma- 
terial and the embroidering sketch for 
each bag. You can judge the little 
wages embroiderers get for their work, 
3000 stitches in one square inch. 

No country in the world, in spite of 
highest artistic talents, could do our kind 
of work. And we exported 80 per cent 
of our articles to overseas markets. But 
now America makes an increase of the 
duty to 90 per cent and condemns our 
entire industry to death. 

We are forced to stop work and the 
many artists who for years worked with 
us are faced with the greatest misery. 
To a mother of children who for eight 
years had made her modest living by | 
embroidering, we had to say that she 
may not expect work from us any more. 
This woman fainted from the shock. 
Many others weep without any hope. 

Surely American people do not want | 
to make us suffer. We cannot under- 
stand why—unintentionally—the possi- 
bility of exporting an article that is not 
made in America should be taken from 
us. We are not competing with any 
American workers. So high a duty is 
just condemning many thousands to 
starvation and suffering. We hope the 
American people will support us in our 
plea to your Government in Washington,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: -« 

OUR editorial, “Crime Challenges So- 

ciety,” struck to the core of the mat- 
ter. Scorfina, faced with a hard, unsen- 
timental choice, chose to obey the gang- 
sters rather than rely on the protection 
of organized society. From the practical 
standpoint of self-protection, who can 
say that Scorfina chose unwisely? 

What is the trouble and what is the 
remedy? The trouble seems to be that 
our methods of dealing with criminals 
are set up to cope with the old-time in- 
dividual criminal. They are not designed 
to cope with present-day organized crime 
and terrorism, One or more accused may 
be brought to trial but their confreres 
terrorize witnesses and render the trial 
ineffective. The gangster is constantly 
on the offensive. Organized society by 
its own rules is on the defensive, having 
power to act only after the accused has 
been given trial. 

Time has shown the wisdom of these 
rules as general policy, But a special 
and perilous condition exists which 
would, it seems, justify a cértain de- 
parture from the rules, Organized so- 
ciety must take the offensive against or- 
ganized crime. Gangsters are known to 
police. Gangsters have defied organized 
society. Then they should be cast out 
completely. If aliens they should be de- 
ported. If citizens by birth or natural. 
ization they should be deprived of their 
eltisenship and the rights that go with it 
and should be imprisoned without trial,

The incident is not without its value. It shows 
that St. Louis is im desperate need of better con- 
demnation methods. The appointment of condemna- 
tion commissioners ts a juicy plum, and the Circuit 
Judges have long been hostile to any suggestion that 
the dispensing of it be taken away from them. Never- 
theless, with the progress of public improvements 
dishearteningly delayed by the present system, even 
they may be induced to yield, 

What St. Louis needs, instead of different com- 
missions for every project, is a permanent condemna- 
tion commission. The commission should be com- 


| posed of real estate experts and should be amply com- 


pensated. It would have a city-wide view of con- 
demnation precedure and would avoid the in- 
equalities and injustices now practiced upon property 
owners by commissions which take only a neighbor- 
hood view and which are unaware of one another’s 
standards and practices. In addition to the fact 
that many commissioners now acting are not quali- 
fied for the work, the per diem system of compen- 
sation makes delay profitable to them. Some of the 
commissions have held hundreds of meetings with- 
out filing a report. 

At the earliest possible occasion, an amendment 
to the city charter making it possible to set up a 
permanent condemnation commission should be sub- 
mitted to the voters, along with various other needed 
improvements in condemnation procedure. Many of 
these improvements were incorporated in the nine 
proposed charter amendments which went down to 
defeat at the last election. One of the nine charter 
amendments proposed a slightly different method 
of selecting condemnation commissioners from the 
one now in use, but in view of the Lindell bottle neck 
anticlimax and many other incidents, we believe a 
permanent commission of men of high caliber is the 
only real solution, There is little doubt that the 
charter amendments failed for lack of understand- 
ing of their value and their purpose, and that, once 
fully informed, the voters will pass them overwhelm- 
ing. They should be given a chance to do so in 


the spring. 


THE DOAK APPOINTMENT. 
We cannot agree with President Green of the 
American Federation of Labor in his criticism of Mr. 
Hoover for the Doak appointment. The practice set 
by President Wilson and followed by his successors 
of appointing Secretaries of Labor from the A. F. 
of L. should by no means be held to restrict Mr. 
Hoover’s choice. The A. F. of L. possesses no 
monopoly of organized labor in the United States, 
and the many worthy trades unions not affiliated 
with it have the right to resent Mr. Green’s rather 
arrogant statement that’ “the American Federation 
of Labor is regarded as the American labor move- 
ment.”

Health Protection. Put 
City to Front. 
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BE remarkable record of pub- 
lic health in St. Louis makes it 
outstanding among cities of this 

country. Due to climatic advan- 
tages, scientific supervision of wa- 
ter, milk and food, and waste and 
sewage disposal, and -to its ad- 
vanced sanitary and medical co- 
operative methods, St. Louis ranks 
in the honor roll of healthful com- 
munities, The general death rate 
in St. Louis Is among the lowest 
in large cities. A significant fact 
is that 40 per cent of its annual 
deaths are among persons 60 years 
of age or older. 

Still more significant is the fact 
that St. Louis is one of the two 
lowest of all large cities in its in- 
fant mortality rate, the factor con- 
sidered most important in gauging 
the general health of any commu- 
nity. A former health official of 
another city stated in a published 
article: “I know of no greater ad- 
vertisement for a city than a low 
infant mortality. I am amazed 
at the remarkable results you have 
accomplished in a city the size of 
St. Louis. It is a wonderful city 
to be born in, and still more won- 
derful to grow old in.” 

There are 11 Municipal Health 
Centers in St. Louis, operated un- 
der the direction of the Division 
of Health of the Department of 
Public Welfare. At these centers 
the following clinics are held: 

Twenty-four “well baby” clinics, 
or conferences; 27 chest or tuber- 
culosis clinics; 10 prenatal clinics; 
21 clinics for the administration 
of such prophylaxis as toxin anti- 
toxin for protection against diph- 
theria, vaccination against small- 
pox and vaccination against ty- 
phoid fever. There are, in addi- 
tion, 70 free dental clinics for in- 
digent children. 

These clinics are staffed by a 
very high type of physicians and 
specially trained nurses. The serv- 
ice embraces the clinics listed, as 
well as follow-up work by the 
nurses in the homes of patients at- 
tending these clinics. The entire 
program is from the side of pre- 
vention and correction. The mu- 
nicipal nurses are also utilized in 
following up communicable dis- 
ease cases. 

The people of St. Louis are un- 
usually well protected as regards 
public health. Approximately 97 
per cent of a milk sold in the city 
is pasteurised. Measures are taken 
for the protection of all food of- 
fered for sale. Water supplies and 
sanitary methods for the disposal 
of wastes are safeguarded according 
to the Best practices. Every pos- 
sible precaution is taken for the 
public good. 

In consequence, St. Louis has 
been remarkably free from epi- 
demics. Its records show low ty- 
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The reorganized City Improve- 
thent Association completed its 
first year of activity last week. 

Lou J. Conant, executive Vice- 
president, in referring to the asso- 
ciation’s program during the past 
year said that 24 pages of newspa- 
per publicity and editorial com- 
ment had beén used to focus at- 
tention to the river front and 
downtown improvements.

“For the ensuing year,” said 
Conant, “‘the City Improvement As- 
sociation assumes full responsibil- 
ity to urge upon the city the ne- 
cessity of widening Market street, 
Morgan street, Third street and 
freeing the Eads Bridge of tolls. 

“Step by step, the association 
feels itself drawing nearer and 
nearer to the new river front and 
less congested channels in the 
downtown commercial district. 

“It has every faith that a new 
river front can be built by the 
present generation. Definite prog- 
ress already has been made and the 
association’s wheels are in con- 
tinuous revolution. Sustained ef- 
fort on the part of its officers and 
directors have overcome a number 
‘of obstacles in the pathway of 
downtown improvements. 

“John M. Robertson, president of 
the association, has chosen, among 
his executive council, leaders in va- 
rious lines of industry. ‘They are 
looking to the future. They want 
St. Louis to take its place among 
great cities of the world in modern 
development and practical improve- 
ments. Bankers, lawyers and mer- 
chants have lent their aid unself- 
ishly for the progress of a newer 
St. Louis.

THE OLIMATE OF ST. LOUIS 


Bt. Louis climate is characterized 
by well-defined seasons with 
marked range of temperature. The 
avérage temperatures are: Winter 
34 degrees, spring 56 degrees, sum- 
mer 77 degrees and autumn §8 de- 
grees. The sun shines 70 per cent 
of the days during four months of 
the year. The yearly average is 62

The St. Louis area is by far the 
greatest manufacturing district in 
Midwest, except for Chicago. The 
Milwaukee district is third. 

West of the Mississippi River, 
the only states to contain counties 
producing manufactured goods in 
excess of $100,000,000 annually are 
Missouri, Iowa, Nebraska, Muin- 
nesota, Texas, Colorado and Wash- 
ington.

“It does not follow,” said Sen-

Held to a 7-7 tie in the first half 
and on even terms in the third 
period, Stanford thrilled the 40,000 
spectators with a fourth. quarter 
finish that saw them drive 59 
yards in three plays. 

The battle was fast and furious 
from the start. A _ scoreless first 
period saw the Easterners on the 
defense most of the time with 
Stanford’s warriors making long 
sallies but unable to sustain the 
march. 

Stanford chalked up four first 
downs in the quarter, once reach- 
ing Dartmouth’s 15-yard line fol- 
lowing a 15-yard pass from Roth- 
ert to Moffatt. Three incompleted 
passes forced the Red Indians to 
kick. Dartmouth listed two first 
downs in the same period but the 
only invasion of Stanford's ground 
was to the 40-yard line. 

Stanford Scores First. 

Stanford scored first in the sec- 
ond period after a 56-yard drive.

Stanford took the ball on its 44- 
yard line.

The game ended a minute later, 
Notre Dame holding the ball and 
stalling for time. 

But for the Army's line, which 
more than lived up to its advance 
notices and but for the uncertain 
playing field, Notre Dame might 
have stormed and overtaken the 
Army fortress with accustomed 
abandon. Four times in the first 
half the fighting Irish stormed to 
within scoring distance of the 
Army goal, but each time they 
were stopped. 

Today’s game easily would have 
reached the new high record for 
football attendance in America 
had the weather been favorable. 
Every seat in the gigantic Chicago 
lake front stadium was sold to ac- 
commodate 125,000 people, includ- 
ing a large force of ushers and 
helpers, but many were kept away 
by the miserable weather.

Graves’ classification of shoulder 
blades and his study of their possible 
relation to health and longevity. 

The original family upon which 
shoulder blade observations were 
made has been watched by Dr. Graves 
for 24 years. Dr. Graves. has also 
kept. records of more than 200 
other individuals in various periods 
of life to determine whether the 
shape of these persons’ shoulder blades

He visited anthropological museums 
throughout the country and in Eu- 
rope, studying the skeletons of ancient 
and modern man, apes and other 
mammals preserved there. He studied 
skeletons of different races of man, 
and of man at all age periods from 
before birth to old age. At Western 
Reserve University alone he studied 
1500 human skeletons, or 3000 shoul- 
der blades. The 1500 skeletons there 
represent approximately 75,000 years 
of human life. 

In all the different subjects repre- 
senting ancient and modern man and 
at all the ages he found the same 
three types of shoulder blades. In 
the tiny skeletons of unborn babies 
the shoulder blades were convex, 
straight, and concave. As early as 
the twelfth week of fetal life, the 
types are found to be as typical as at 
any life period. Apparently man has 
always had these three types of scapu- 
lae. 

From his studies Dr. Graves has 
concluded that the shoulder blades 
are just as characteristic of a person

as any part of the body. Barring the 
effect of disease or poison, one in- 
herits the type of shoulder blades 
from their parents, just as the shape 
of nose or ears are inherited. 

If both of the parents have con- 
vex shoulder blades the child’s will 
also be convex. If both the child’s 
parents have concave shoulder blades, 
the offspring’s will be concave. But if 
cone parent has concave shoulder 
blades and the other convex, the 
child’s will be concave or straight. 
There are some exceptions to these 
rules, but Dr. Graves has found no fea- 
tures common to human beings more 
constantly transmitted from parent to 
offspring than shoulder blades. 


NE of Dr. Graves’ most interest- 
ing findings was that at certain 
ages one shoulder blade type was 
more frequent than the others. For ex- 
ample, two-thirds of the children under 
10 years have the scaphoid (straight 
or concave) types, but two-thirds of 
the people between 70 and 80 years 
have the convex and only one-third 
scaphoid types of shoulder blades. 

The straight and concave types, 
which Dr. Graves groups under the 
name scaphoid, are more frequent in 
young people, but get less and less 
frequent in occurrence as the age of 
the people examined increases. The 
convex type becomes more and more 
frequent among the progressively old- 
er groups of men and women. 

Puzzling over this, Dr. Graves 
thought it might be explained in one 
of several ways. The change in type 
might be the natural result of growth 
and development; the concave type 
shoulder blades of the child might be- 
come straight and later still convex. 
The second explanation was that some 
childhood disease, particularly rickets, 
might change one type to another. 
The third explanation was that occu- 
pation and environment might change 
the type of shoulder blades as a man 
grew older. 

Further study showed that none of 
In the 
first place, it is extremely unlikely 
that the type of the shoulder blades 
would change materially during the 
normal processes of growth, or even 
under the influence of disease or oc- 
cupation or environment. Biology 
has no examples of such changes in 
type during the life cycle. Nor is there 
any disease known which changes the 
type of a bone. 


T HAS seemed to Dr. Graves and to 

many others following his work 

that there can be only one plausible 
explanation of why the straight and 
concave types occur more frequently in 
the young and the convex more fre- 
quently in the old. 

This explanation is that those who 
have the straight and concave types 
are often the people who are unduly 
susceptible to disease, poorly adapt- 
able and short-lived. 

‘“*However, one should not conclude 
that every person possessing straight 
or concave types of shoulder blades is 
a weakling and will die young,” 
warned Dr. Graves. “I have found 
that some of the best types, both 
physically and mentally, are posses- 
sors of straight and concave shoulder 
blades, aud some of the worst types 
are possessors of convex shoulder 
blades. 

“It cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized that a sheulder blade type 
should never be used ae a positive in-

The Balloon’s Dangerous Nearness to a Smashup

A Narrative Reconstructed From the Diaries of S. A. Andree and Nils 


Strindberg by Professor Hans W. Ahlman, Professor of 


Geography, University of Stockholm. 


T IS now 11 minutes past midnight; the twelfth 
of July, 1897. The course is stated to be direct 
east and immediately afterwards there is a note 
that the balloon is entering the shadow of 
a cloud in question. The result of this is at 
once apparent. After the lapse of four minutes 
the guide line takés the ice and the guide-roping 
begins. 

(By allowing the guide rope to drag over the 


ice the balloon was steered by means of that and the sails.) 
Onward sails the balloon, surrounded by a slight mist; the quiet 
sail at high levels is ended and the situation is quite altered. The 
balloon journey begins an entirely new phase. ‘“‘The sun has dis- 
appeared,” writes Strindberg, ‘“‘but we are keeping a very level 


course.”’ 


As was the case when passing through the little cloud over 
Vozgelsang Island, the balloon has sunk quickly after the warming 
sun rays no longer reach her. The guide-roping continues in a 
direct easterly course, at a speed of about 9 feet 9 inches per sec- 
ond, at a height varying between 62 and 308 feet. 

At 1 a. m. it is considered necessary to throw out about 26 


pounds of ballast. 


Like an evil omen there is seen a bird, black 


and distant, and below them gape the wide rifts in the drift ice, 
extending mainly east and west.

For 30 yeaYs these 
treasures of the Palace of Minos have 
been coming to light as the explorers 
have threaded their way through the 
buried labyrinthine corridors, but only 
with publication of Sir Arthur's book 
has the world realized-the enormous 
extent and significance of his findings. 
His research discloses a Cretan civil- 
ization on a par with the contempora- 
neous. Civilizations of Egypt and 
Babylon and approaching in magnifi- 
cence the later civilizations of Greece 
and Rome. He has shown that it was 
not the Phoenicians who invented the 
art of writing, but the Cretans, who, 
under the sway of their remarkable 
sea Kings, flourished several hundred 
years before the rise of the commer- 
cial nation on the shores of Asia 
Minor. This Cretan culture, indeed, 
reached its apex as early as 1400 B. C., 
more than six centuries before the 
First Olympiad, the starting point of 
recorded Attic history. 

Although the island of Crete, which. 
lies southeast of Greece proper, had 
been scoured by botanists and arche- 
ologists before, Dr. Evans was the 
first explorer to visit it with an eye 
to possible traces of its culture. 


NTIL Dr. ‘Evans’ excavations 
were begun its early history 
and, indeed, its actual existence 
as a civilized nation, were mat- 
ters Lay largely within the realm of 
legend and mythology. It was an un- 
real sort of land, a region inhabited by 
such creatures as the “Wild Bull of 
Crete,” captured by Hercules, and the 
horrible Minotaur of the Labyrinth 
slain by Theseus. Its human inhab- 
itants were such mythical beings as 
‘‘King Minos" (Dr. Evans finds the 
names applies to a dynasty rather 
than an individual); the King’s mon- 
trous wife, Pasiphae, and his daugh- 
ter, Ariadne, of surpassing loveliness. 
Without damage to the romance of 
legends, Evans has lifted Crete out of 
mythology and given it a very definite 
place in history.

HE bullfighting motif, however, 
appears to have been the domi- 
nant one in Cretan art. Frescoes, 
friezes, bronze figures, urns, flower 
pots, intaglios on gems and gold cups 
--all manner of engraved and asculp- 
tured objects, glorify the island's most 
formidable beast and the man who 
could subdue him. So emphasized is 
this theme of bullgrappling heroics that 
the mythical ‘““‘Wild Bull of Crete’ cap- 
tured by Hercules as the seventh of 
his 12 labors became almost a reality. 
The Cretan’s flair for bullgrappling 
seems to have been a natural out- 
growth of his environment. Had Crete 
been infested with jungle beasts, his 
taste might have turned to lion tam- 
ing. But Crete had no lions. Its larg- 
est animals were the wilf cattle and 
goats which roamed in herds over its 
3200 square miles of mountains and 
valleys. It is probable that Neolithic 
tiunters of remote antiquity turned to 
these herds for their food supply and 
found in the ferocious bull an adver- 
sary a bit more than worthy of their 
flint weapons. It ia probable, too, that 
in many cases the bull proved to be the 
better fighter. It ix easy, then, to see 
why a hunter who could engage @ wild 
bull in combat and: bring down his 
game, or even live to tell the tale, 
came to be regarded as a hero, a sort 
of superman. The ladies admired him 
and the other hunters envied him. 
That took bullhunting out of the cate- 
gory of mere food ‘getting and made it 
a sport, a test of skill and courage, a 
means of showing off. 


T THE time the Cretan civiliza-

The young woman and the young 
minister had dedicated their lives to 
Christian service before their romance 
hegan. Whén love came to them they 
inade it subservient to the religious 
call, tested it with separation, hardship 
and danger. Their love endured, they 
married and were carrying on their 
inission work together when the last 
tragic chapter of their love story was 
written in the steaming wilderness. 

From letters home and from the rec- 
Ollections of their families the _ ro- 
mance of this idealistic, earnest pair 
is largely reconstructed. Mrs. M. E. 
Canary, mother of Ethel, lives in Mem- 
phis, where the family moved in 1913 
trom St. Louis. Mrs. Adelia W. Tylee, 
mother of Arthur, lives in Worcester, 
Massachusetts. 


Tylee, a graduate of Amherst Col- 
lege, and Ethel Canary were students 
at the Moody Bible Institute about 
eight years ago, when they met and 
fell in love. She was a Presbyterian 
and he a Baptist, but sectarian differ- 
ences were no barrier. They became 
engaged. 

It was to be a long engagement. 
They had previously planned to go to 
South America to work among lepers, 
and they decided to adhere to this res- 
olution. That meant they could not 
marry for two years, under the rules 
of the society in charge of this work. 
They felt that the long separation and 
the difficulties they must encounter 
would test their devotion to each other 
and to the service they had chosen. 
Perhaps they thought too, that they 
might thus earn their happiness. 

In the spring of 1923 they set out 
for their separate missionary stations 
in South America. Both were 26 years 
old. They’could work and they could 
wait. 

Miss Canary was assigned for a time 
to a leper district in Paraguay, while | 
her fiance served his period in Brazil, 
part of it in the mission at Corumba. 

The two years passed. The love of 
the pair stood the test.

The honeymoon was spent in an ar- 
duous journey into a remote region 
in the Amazon jungle, inhabited by 
the Nhambiquara Indians.

where savage beasts and deadly snakes 
abounded. Arrived at their destina- 
tion, Juruena, in Matto Grosso prov- 
ince, they set up the mission station 
to which they had been assigned. It 
was 2000 miles inland and 500 miles 
from a railroad station. 

Soon after their arrival a letter to 
Mrs. Canary told of their home-mak- 
ing: 

“The house building goes on quite 
steadily, though somewhat slowly, as 
we have only the two men, Joachim 
and Raimundo, with us, Senor Filin- 
thro, our guide, has returned to Cuya- 
ba (the principal city of Matto Gros- 
80). He is quite old and £ al- 
though he has the will to work, his 
bodily weakness will not permit him 
to do much.

“At this date all the heavy timbers 
for the house are cut and prepared. 
All that. remains necessary is to carry 
them to the site in order to begin the 
actual building. We have some oxen 
and a cart to haul the timbers. 

“In conjunction with this work we 
have been making the furniture for 
the house. Just a few pieces of rustic 
furniture at first to-serve us while we 
are preparing the better and more sub- 
stantial pieces. It is quite a unique ex- 
perience, too, cutting out the different 
parts and ripping out the necessary 
planks from the rough logs of the for- 
est. We are getting to know the dif- 
ferent kinds of wood, and it is all very 
interesting: Some of them are. very 
beautiful in color and grain; amber, 
deep violet and brown, so that as far 
as material is concerned at least, we 
should be very proud of our furni- 
ture.”’ 


NOTHER letter described the In- 
A iors among whom the mission- 

aries were to carry on their 
Christianizing work: 

“They often drift from one place to 
another, hunting and fishing. When 
they are on the march they sometimes 
arrange a poorly made shelter of palm 
leaves, but often they pass the night 
in the open. Each family builds a 
small fire, and the father, mother and 
ull the children lie down in a circle 
around it, the feet of one serving as 
a pillow for the other. The mother 
places her little baby snug up against 
her body on the side next to the fire. 
And so they pass what must often be 
a comfortiess night. 

“The question of clothing has 
scarcely entered the Nhambiquara’s 
mind. It is true that a few tribes do 
use a little clothing, a loin cloth being 
the chief and usually the only garment. 

“But at the Juruena Mission, in the 
far interior, they do not wear any 
clothing whatever. They are very fond 
of decorating themselves with paints, 
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Nhambiquaras. 


beads and feathers. Sometimes they 
paint their entire bodies red, making 
fancy figures and streaks in black. At 
other times they paint only the face 
and spots here and there on their 
bodies. 

“They make necklaces of monkey 
teeth, beads of various descriptions, 
and little shells, These are worn by 
both men and women. When they 
wish to honor baby in a special way 
all members of the family hang their 
beads on the little one. I have seen 
babies with their bodies almost cov- 
ered with strings of beads. 

“The Nhambiquaras have the ugly 
custom of piercing the inner wall of 
the nose and the upper or lower lip, 
and all have their ears pierced. They 
put bright feathers or smooth straws 
in the holes in their noses and lips. 
Many of them hang polished triangu- 
lar pieces of shells from their ears. 


aa ee Nhambiquara depends 
principally on hunting and 
fishing for his food supply. 
Most of their food would be very re- 
pulsive to us, as, for instance, grass- 
hoppers, bugs and lizards.

She heard it long afterward from 
the very man who had to go to 
the hospital. After the fight he was 
always one of the Colonel’s best 
friends. 

Not many West Pointers find them- 
selves lucky (licky is the way they 
feel about it) enough to go straight 
from academy to war, but that is what 
happened to young Second Lieutenant 
Butts. Upon graduation in 1890, he 
was assigned to a post in Nebraska 
and was ordered shortly afterward to 
the Rosebud Agency in South Dakota 
with the Twenty-first Infantry. The 
Sioux Indians, with some 5000 war- 
riors, had gone on the war path and 
were threatening the agencies and the 
settlements. There was fear of an- 
other rampage iike that of 1876 which 
resulted in the Custer disaster at the 
Little Big Horn. As it turned out, 
the only engagement approaching the 
proportions of a battle was the fight 
at Wounded Knee in which the Indians 
were quickly subdued. Butts missed 
that encounter, but he did experience 
a taste of the plains warfare in a 
forced march made by his regiment 
when the scare was at its height. On 
that memorable occasion, the soldiers, 
carrying full packs, covered 39 miles 
in 13 hours in the depths of a South 
Dakota winter. 


FTER the last of the Indian 
A campaigns the United States was 
short on wars until 1898, 

and much good military talent went 
begging, for there was no. or- 
ganized reserve in those days, no 
provision for training a civilian fight- 
ing force except by the National 
jyuard. Army officers had little to 
do besides loaf in the various 
army posts. Lieutenant Butts, how- 
ever, found activity as athlette instruc- 
tor at Columbus Barracks, Columbus, 
Ohio. It was there he worked out his 
system of musical rifle drill. For sev- 
eral years he was sent about the coun- 
try to introduce this system into 
the regular army training work 
and in 1896 carried off the honors 
at a military tournament with the 
Thirteenth Infantry, which he had 
trained. The next year he wrote 
the celebrated Butts Manual. 

Adventures of Cuban and 
Philippine service are likely to 
seem a little pale in compari- 
son with those of the World 
War and most veterans are 
prone to skim over them rather 
lightly. Colonel Butts does 
that. He may reminisce 
all day without once men- 
tioning that it was he who 
freed the Cuban settlements 
above Santiago from the 
reign of a robber band 
which had preyed both 
upon towns and planta- 
tions for 20 years. Using 
mounted infantry, he 
pursued the outlaws 
into the hill country 
and wiped out the en- 
tire band. He may 
also fail to mention 
that he played a 
lively part in putting 
down the Filipino 
“insurrection.”

The 
insurgents were deadly customers with 
their bolo knives when they caught 
American soldiers singly or in smail 
force, but they were no great hands 
with rifles and they were desperately 
afraid of American horses. These two 
circumstances once enabled the Ameri- 
can troops to charge and capture a 
town with only two revolvers in ac- 
tion-—the only revolvers in the regi-

The rebellion finally was 
broken down when General y 
Blas was killed and four N 
other native leaders were 
captured and hanged as spies after 
trial by court martial.

last great German offensive wavered 
and collapsed on the Marne River on

There was need for such an officer

right. The low ground in the point 
was occupied by scattered machine 
gunners of the Thirtieth and the 


main part of the regiment held the 
woods—the Bois d’'Aigremont—a mile 
or so south of the bend. 

There was every reason why the 
Germans should seek to overwhelm 
this sector, and the German map cap- 
tured later shows they did intend to 
do. so. The Thirtieth held a par- 
ticularly large and exposed sector. 
The bend in the river between Fos- 
soy and Mezy enabled the Germans 
to fire from two sides upon the 
defenders and, if they could suc- 
ceed in crossing the stream, that 
same stream would protect their right 
flank ag they moved down the Surme- 
lin valley toward Chalons. Lastly the 
Rois d'Aigremont was high and com- 
manding ground which dominated the 
south bank of the river. 

At midnight on July 12 the bom- 
bardment began. The German artil-

lery on the north bank, with 39 bat- 
teries, rained down a storm of high 
explosive and shrapnel of every call- 
ber. German airplanes flew at will 
over the salient taking photographs of 
the American trenches, but in this they 
were misled, for Colonel Butts had dug 
camouflage trenches to attract the ob- 
servers while at the same time he had 
dug well-concealed rifle pits in which 
his infantrymen took cover when the 
bombardment began. 


N THE night of July 14 a 
French patrol brought in, a 
German prisoner who said 


that the German infantry attack was 
to begin at midnight that very night. 


Orders were given for the Amer- 
ican artillery (the Tenth Field Ar- 
tillery south of the Bois d'Aigre- 


mont) to lay down a barrage 20 min- 
utes before the advance should begin. 
Quotation is made here from Colonel 
Butts’ own recently published book 
of the battle entitled, ‘“‘The Keypoint 
of the Marne.’ 

“Under cover of their own bom- 
bardment and in the dark,” the ac- 
count runs, ‘‘the Germans, three divi- 
sions strong, commenced to cross the 
Marne, deploying along the northern 
edge of the railroad embankment that 
skirted the river. A little before 5 
a. m. a smoke screen was laid down 
and the German mavement became 
even more rapid. Two bridges were 
laid down opposite the Thirtieth In- 
fantry, pot to mention the use of a 
large number of boats, while opposite 


the Thirty-eighth Infantry the Ger- 
mans resorted to boats alone. 
“The American artillery § replied 


with about one gun to the Germans 
six and, though the fire was puny as 
compared with the storm of shell from 
the German guns, the heroism and ac- 
curacy of our gunners were such that 
they caused frightful havoc among the 
dense masses of the enemy. Not- 
withstanding the fact that they were 
overwhelmed by the density of the 
German artillery, our men virtually 
filled the river with the wreckage of 
German boats and bodies. No infan- 
tryman~who took part in this battle 
will ever fail to give the artiljery their 
due recognition for the part they 
played in the destruction of the Ger- 
man attack. 

“At 5 a. m. the German infantry 
moved forward from all sides and was 
met by well-concentrated machine gun 
and fifle fire. Eventually the Ger- 
mana succeeded in completely anni- 
hilating the machine gun crews near 
the river at Fossoy and advanced tri-
